Democratic Celebration at 
Hoyle Heights.

E n th u siasm o f th e P eo p le O ver th e

Unbounded enthusiasm , the greatest 
degree of harm ony and good feeling, and 
any am ount of confidence, were charac­ 
teristics of the firing, so to speak, of the 
opening gun of the campaign by the City 
Democracy last night on Boyle IleightH. 
The first grand rally had lieon arranged 
to occur at Fisher’s headquarters, and 
the intersection of First street and C hi­ 
cago avenue was m ade 
the meeting 
ground. The Iroquois Club had direc­ 
tion of the details of the meeting, m any 
of its memliers, carrying torches, m arch­ 
ing over the river, escortirg about two 
hundred memliers of the Santa Fe Club. 
Enthusiastic cheering and shouting wav­ 
ing of bandanas an«l firing of fireworks 
characterized th e rather tedious m arch. 
Arrived at tho scene of the m eeting it 
was fonnd th at fully one thousand East 
Side Democrats had already gathered 
there. 
Colonel 
O'Brien directed the 
proceedings and started the rally hy 
calling upon George B. Lockwood, the 
young attorney, 
for a speech. 
Mr. 
Lockwood said he had not come prepared 
to make a speech, but, neverthele*s, 
regaled his audience for about twenty 
m inutes with a vigorous and pointed 
talk, during th e delivery of which he 
aw akened a large am ount of enthusiasm . 
Colonel O. H . Violet, the next speaker 
presented, was greeted with cheers as he 
took ]»o3session of the platform. Colonel 
Violet slated at the outset that he pro­ 
posed, for the benefit of any poor heathen 
of a benighted Republican who m ight he 
preeent. to arraign the Republican party 
and 
past 
Republican 
adm inistra­ 
tions. 
He 
hoped 
to 
gain 
as 
converts 
all 
Republicans 
that 
heard 
him . 
There 
was 
no 
need 
of addressing Democrats on the subject, 
for they were aware of th e misdeeds of 
the Republican party already. 
Colonel 
Violet then dem onstrated his ability to 
arraign the g. o. p. in short order. 
He 
decried the boast of th e party leaders 
th at the Republican party was the friend 
of th e soldier or the negro. 
Republican 
rule had not tended to ease the needB of 
the soldier, nor to elevate or even am el­ 
iorate the condition of th e black m an. 
He asserted th at the Democratic party 
had procured for the soldier more pension 
money than any 
Republican 
adm in­ 
istration, and had done more to secure 
and hold for the negro the right of fran­ 
chise accorded him than had the Repub­ 
lican party. 
The speaker alluded to 
H arrison as “ Chinóse” H arrison, a silk- 
stocking politician who, were he able, 
would not alone perm it tiie country to be 
deluged 
w ith 
th e Mongol horde, but 
would make citizens of the race. 
H e 
was no friend of the laboring m a n ; but, 
if elected, would represent the interest of 
th e monopolist and bondholder. Col. 
Violet’s 
speech 
was 
listened 
to 
with the closest attention, and at its 
conclusion he was generously applauded. 
Mr. Joseph D. Lynch, of the ÍI erai.d, 
after being m ade the recipient of three 
cheers by the audience, next spoke. Mr. 
I.ynch’s address was in a characteristi­ 
cally felicitous vein, and he set ¡his aud­ 
itors in an uproar by com paring H arri­ 
son’s labor attitude and the relations ex­ 
isting between the laboring man and Re­ 
publican capitalist, to the story of the 
Indian, the hunter, the buzzard and the 
turkey. The proposition was, at least on 
the part of the hnnter, to secure from the 
Indian 
a turkey 
he had killed, in 
exchange 
for 
a 
worthless buzzard. 
I he 
hunter, 
said 
the 
speaker, 
told the Indian V«s could take the buz­ 
zard, and he, t>"d hunter, would take the 
tn rk ey ; or th at, he would give tho In­ 
dian the buzzard and keep the tu rk ey ; 
or th at the Indian could give him the 
turkey and keep for him self the buzzard. 
He characterized the relation of the 
tailoring m an to the Republican capital­ 
ist, a most singular one. 
Promises ex­ 
tended the laborer by the Republican 
capitalist and by the Republican party 
had never been kept, and the laborer had 
lived upon them until such promises 
ceased to be the valuable thing that 
Republican capital 
and 
Republican 
adm inistration ol Governmental affairs 
bad represented them to be. Tho way 
the Republican capitalist treated the la­ 
borer and rewarded him for his party 
fealty, rem inded him of th e story of the 
Pennsylvania Dutchman who enjoyed 
wide spread celebrity as tho m anufactur­ 
er of a m ost excellent quality of cider. 
He had a reputation for extrem e contrac­ 
tion in all things financial,and especially 
close was he in the m utter of dealing out 
his cider to his friends and acquaint­ 
ances. 
A young fellow once wagered 
with some friends that be would m ake 
tiie 
Dutchman 
treat 
hitn to some 
cider. 
The 
bet 
was 
posted 
and the young m an called on the Teuton. 
He lauded to the skies the quali v of his 
cider and seemed to be on the fair road 
to success at his return, when finally the 
Teuton grasped a m ug and went down 
into the cellar, the young fellow was 
pretty certain he ha<l carried the day. 
W hen the m an returned bearing a foam­

SCHOOL PRIVILEGES. 


S h o u l d T h » y R « E x t e n d e d o r C 'u r - 
t u l l e n I n t h e A n g e l i c C i t y ? 
• A day or two ago an article wan pub­ 
lished in th e Times to which all the 
teachers in the city have taken excep­ 
tion, and considerable indignation is ex­ 
pressed by m em bers of that hard-work­ 
ing body at the sentim ents contained 
therein. 
After carefully considering the 
m atter a representative of the teachers 
has replied to the article as follows: 
‘•The Time»—never a friend to our 
public schools—has at last declared itself. 
A column of m atter which appeared in 
it a day or bo ago, so unfair, so illogical, 
so half tbo truth and half a lie, was a 
surprise to its best friends. 
As a journal 
of intelligence this paper now stands 
alone in the advocacy of m easures that 
can but commend them selves to the 
scorn of better m inds. 
Our Board of School Directors is com­ 
posed of gentlem en well fitted to deter­ 
m ine what is in th e interest of education; 
but the Times, wiser than they, begins 
its raid with a volley of charges at the 
Directors’ m ism anagem ent, want of ca­ 
pacity, evils in need of radical remedies, 
for the relief of which it can offer but one 
healthy suggestion, and 
declares the 
people want to know who are responsible. 
The communistic feeling th at every man 
m ay lay his hand upon the throat of the 
government has prom pted these meddlers 
to attack our pnblic schools. No child 
whose privileges they aim to destroy 
but can comprehend the difficulties the t 
hedge our City Board of Education—how 
in their efforts to serve the public with­ 
out pay they devote m any an anxiouB 
hour to the adm inistration of our school 
affairs. 
As the Times quotes, a year or two ago, 
owing to a lack of school-rooms, the 
prim ary teachers 
were given double 
work—one class of forty-five ungraded 
pupilB for the forenoon and another for 
th e afternoon—each half day session in­ 
cluding four and one-half hours work. 
The scheme failed and was abandoned. 
The Times advocates the same plan, and 
to what end? 
Upon th e failure of this 
scheme the Superintendent and 
the 
Board employed a teacher for every class, 
giving each one as m uch tim e as the day­ 
light afforded, 
never less than four 
hours and a half. 
This is the exact 
tim e the State School Law prescribes for 
our prim ary grades—in our city by far 
th e largest num ber. 
Even at this there 
are now nearly two thousand children 
without school privileges. 
We have now 
124 lull grades in eightv-two rooms, and 
th e Times wants sixty-two teachers to do 
all the work. 
The cable road builders, 
who work eight hours a day, would not 
work sixteen hours for th e sam e pay. 
Any educated person understand* how 
physically impossible either would he. 
Cannot Los Angeles citizens meet the 
situation and provide a way without 
crippling the departm ent? No tax-payer 
desires the efforts of a worn-out teacher, 
nor is he satisfied with each alternate 
day of school for his ch ild ; better the 
.greater half of each dav even at the risk 
of forgetting in the afternoon what he 
learned in the forenoon. We understand 
th e value of economy and th at the heads 
of 
our 
City 
Fathers 
who 
would 
bring our vital needs within the public 
purse can rest upon no downy pillows. To 
compel them to abridge the school ser­ 
vice would he to rob the children of their 
rights. 
It would he folly for a city like 
ours, attracting people from the entire 
country, to offer them poorer privileges 
than they had at home. 
The Eastern 
papers w ill not be Blow to m ake a point 
of tliis against Los Angeles. 
For the 
sake of our own self-respect we do not 
care to practice a niggardly economy at 
th e expense of 
our 
children. 
The 
municipal government 
stands in loco 
poreniii in its duty to the child—it is 
hound to provide m eans fur the battle of 
life for every child in the corporate lim ­ 
its. 
Besides, it would lie bnt a poor re­ 
ward for the rapid exhaustion of vitality, 
th e r »ady skill and inger.uity that neces­ 
sity has invented—we Bay it would be but 
a poor reward to the half-day teacher of 
Los Angeles in her transition state from 
a great village to a great city, should forget 
her obligation for such service, should 
compel them to seek new fields, because 
in the pressure of other necessities she 
cannot build larger and better school 
houses. The truth is, practical m en are 
m anly enough now a days to look with 
contempt upan a class who would prac­ 
tice such economy. The taxpaver as 
soon as the m atter is ventilated will have 
none of it. 
It behooves the people of 
th is city to provide facilities for the 
liberal education of our children com­ 
m ensurate with the high notions we take 
upon ourselves as a city, that towns 
sm aller in imputation and w ealth, but 
larger in public spirit, m ay not laugh at 
our ill sustained assum ptions.

Calvin and C oburn’s application for a 
saloon license in th e Pavilion rem e up, 
and after some discussion, was postponed 
for one week. 
Several new applications for saloon 
licenses were received and acted opon. 
The application of Miller and Botli for a 
saloon nt the corner of Hoff and W ater 
streets was granted. Then came the ap­ 
plications of A. J. Martel A Co., Main 
street; D. Bose, Ifil South Main street; 
Koheit btaidie. XV2 South Spring stree t; 
John Keiber, 12!* W est Third street ; and 
John Zettler A Co., of 17 Fan Pedro 
street. 
Action upon all these applica­ 
tions was postponed lo r one week. 
The investigation of the charges pre­ 
ferred hv Mrs. Oft against Officer Murphy 
was continued lo r one week, owing to an 
accident which bad befallen th e some­ 
what gav and festive Mrs. Ott. 
A jietition was received from E . W. 
Jones ami other residents of Union 
avenue and Seventh street, asking for 
better police protection. Chief Cuddy 
stated th at ho had a mounted officer in 
th at locality. 
Mayor W orkman moved 
that the jietition lie granted and the 
Council lie recommended to provide the 
officers asked for by the petitioners, and 
also two officers for Angeleflo Heights, 
ns the present force of police will not 
allow of the detail. Carried. 
The usual reports of Captain Loomis 
and Sergeants Davis and H arris were 
read, accepted and filed. Chief Cuddy 
reported that ho had suspended Officer 
Boland. 
The application of W . A. Dawes to be 
appointed special officer, without pay, on 
New High and Upper Main streets, was 
opposed by Chief Cuddy, and denied. 
Physician’s certificates of disability 
were presented from Officers Palm er, I-ee 
and Palmare, and the Board recommend­ 
ed that otficers shall be paid when laid 
off by injuries received while on duty. 
The bill of J. M. Skinner, for building 
the Last Los Angeles Police Station, 
which was contracted for the sum of 
$875, was approved and ordered paid. 
A bill against Officer Steeles for medi­ 
cal treatm ent, presented by I^r. Orme, 


was considered, aud the officer 
was 
directed to appear before th e Board at 
its next meeting unless the bill was 
paid. 
Applications for positions on the force 
were received from W m . J . Murphy, 
Reuben B. A rey, Wm. McDermott, Peter 
Smith Baker and ex-Deputv Constable 
Will Brady, and were placed on file. 
Mr. Hum phreys here rem arked that 
there were 15Ó applications now on file 
and that m any of the applicants were 
fine appearing m en. 
He thought that 
some very desirable changes could be 
made in the present force and it be 
bettered by substituting new m en for 
some of the old ones. 
Chief Cuddy dis­ 
sented from this Btricture upon th e force 
and moved for an adjournm ent. 
At this 
juncture Miller and Freese appeared be­ 
fore the Board for a hearing. They keep 
the vaplety theatre and saloon on Ala­ 
m eda street and their license had been 
revoked. 
They 
claimed to keep a 
respectable place, 
but 
Chief Cuddy 
characterized it as a “ low joint” and the 
action of the Board in revoking the 
license was not rescinded. During the 
discussion the Board 
directed Chief 
Cuddy to report at the next m eeting for 
revocation of license of all disreputable 
saloons in the city. The Chief was also 
directed to report upon the erratic course 
of special officer Doc Bacon. The Board 
then adjourned nntil next W ednesday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock.

M ore R elia b le T ca tliu o n y . 
In yesterday's Hbrai.d we gave the 
testimony of Mr.Gruette, the editor of the 
Indianapolis Labor Signal, as to < ieneral 
Harrison’s attitude on the Labor And 
Chinese question *. Mr. G.’s statement 
as not a wbit more emphatic than that 
of Mr. Michael H. DeYoung, the editor 
of tho Han Francisco Chronicle, made be­ 
fore tho conference of the representatives 
of tho leading candidates at Chicago. 
The interviews appeared in the Chicago 
Trihvnc, one of the leading Republican 
papers of the 1 'nited States, and the ac­ 
count was telegraphed to the Han Fran- 
isco Examiner by its special correspond­ 
ent, Mr. Ballard Hinith. Below we ap­ 
pend the remainder of these interviews: 
Mr. Andrew T. Wilson said: “ I have 
been an Organizer of Labor in Indiana 
for two years. Among all the Knightsof 
1-abor in Indiana there is one sentim ent: 
We don’t want Harrison. He is a kid 
glove aristocrat. He is our bitter enem y.’ 
That is the sentiment.” 
Have you come here to express that 
sentiment?” 
We have come here because we are 
Republicans. We are interested in get­ 
ting the best material on the ticket and 
Ben Harrison is the worst material. 
Though he claims two years ago to have 
Carried the State for Robertson, when he 
was candidate for Lieutenant-Governor, 
everybody who knows the standing of 
Robertson in Allan county knows that 
organized labor did the work. Harrison 
has little strength in Indiana. The ma­ 
jority, whether Republican or Demo- 
ratic, is a question of from ¡5,000 to 
0,000 votes. Labor has tho balance of 
power. If labor antagonizes a man he 
has no chance of success.” 
“ What, are the instances of your 
strength ?" 
“ Notably the instance of Roger Shields 
in 1HH4. Itoger Shields was on the Re­ 
publican ticket for State Treasurer. He 
had raised operators for the Western Un­ 
ion during the strike. A political boy 
cott was placed on him. We did all we 
we could to defeat him. The Democrats 
elected their Treasurer by 10,000 ma­ 
jority. 
Shields ran 1,000 behind his 
ticket and next year the Republican ma- 


spick, span and well veneered banking 
firm of Morton, Bliss A Co. The grand 
old party, having created and given ex­ 
clusive privileges to so many banks, ha; 
done the right thing in putting a banker 
on its ticket. Bankers come in very 
handy in campaigns. Bankers, even 
when they belong only to the codfish 
aristocracy, have been known to porses? 
‘bar’ls.” Whatever Mr. Morton may 
lack in statesmanship, he more than 
makes up in solvency. He has been 
tried and not found wanting, a thing 
which cannot be said of all aristocrats, 
whether of thetm e-blue Cromwellian 
codfish variety. He has that character­ 
istic, most valuable in a candidate, of 
having been frequently known to sign 
bis name to a check for large amounts in 
moments of critical exigency in the 
affairs of the grand old party. He is not 
an orator, as Brutus was, but he has 
been a striking exemplification in a 
political way, of Goethe’s aphorism, that 
while speech is silvern, silence is golden. 
His eloquence has not taken upon itself 
the inutile form of words, which Hamlet 
30 disprized in his remarks to Iloratio. 
He has remembered that the pen is even 
mightier than the sword—when ap­ 
pended to a check. His discreet silence, 
coupled with his liberal spirit, was not 
likely to remain long unregarded in a party 
so devoted to sentiment and withal so 
practical as tho Republican party. As 
contrasted with Mr. Morton’s big hank 
account, the humble poverty of an intel­ 
lectual man like Thurman is very much 
overshadowed indeed.

priation for the harbor at Yaquina Bay, 
Oregon, from $150,000 to$120,000; insert­ 
ing the item of $5,200 for Tillamook bay 
and bar, Oregon. Adjourned.

C iucaqo, June 27.—M . H. DeYoung, 
of Pan Francisco, who returned to-day 
with the other members of the California 
delegation from Indianapolis, said in an 
interview that he talked with General 
Harrison regarding the Pacific Coast.

The individuals hold­ 
ing these notes are liable for all State, 
county and municipal taxes levied in 
their district just as on any other sort 
of property.
